"Then, in training, I sup- 
pose Charlton would have 
swum half a mile a day.

Forbes Carlile, another 
famous coach, has an explana- 
tion (or Australian sporting 
prestige: 

"Professor Frank Cotton, in 
England, found that our chil- 
dren hare 10 per cent, more 
natural power — they're able 
to do more — than British chil- 
dren. 

"We have a high standard 
of living. That, with climate, 
upbringing, and diet, plays 
a pari." 

Carlile has some advice for 
would-be champions: 

"Start young, at about six or 
seven — but we .can make 
champions only if the material 
is there, 

"1 think every child should 
try tn dn something well. If 
they happen to be good at 
swimming, that is ideal." 

And there are plenty of 
children who are ambitious 
enough tn work hard for 
swimming fame- 
Sam Herforcl — who coached 
Murray Rose — says: "I sup- 
pose there are fifteen or 
twenty thousand kids in the 
Sydney metropolitan area 
alonr who just don't want to 
swim well. 

"They want to be cham- 
pions." 

He forecasts that in the next 
decadr women will get closer 
(o men's record limes.

9 The mysterious and fero- 
cious bun yip of Australian 
mythology has been "tamed" 
and will appear as an amiable 
creature to lead the Moomba 
Festival processioa through 
Melbourne on March 10. 

HE will bark, wink, and wag his tail 
through the city streets, and at 
the end of the procession will plunge, 
breathing out fireworks, into the Yarra. 

The bunyip is a colorful character of abo- 
rigituil story-telling which was passed pn to 
the lint white settlers and has since held popu- 
lar fancy. 

Reports have come from all parts of Aus- 
tralia about people seeing bunyips, but de- 
irriptinru of the creatures have been as widrly 
varied as the places in which they have been 
"seen." 

"i Kir bun rips arc just as interesting as 
China's dragon.-, and Europe's unicorns. Willi 
due recognition, they should do a lot to ad- 
vertise AiBtraiia overseas," said author Alan 
Marshall when the Moomba Committee ekc- 
led him "CO. Bunyip" last year. 

He put the bunyip's making 
1a the hands of experienced 
duplii artist Bill Smith, of 
Tallyho, who helped with the 
city jtreri decorations fnr the 
Royal lour and the Olympic 
Gaines. 

Frrnn the start, the com- 
mittee stipulated that the liuti- 
yipimiK be "bom" as a happy 
individual which would not 
frighten children, and that it 
law have a personality worth 
tarrying on through future 
Meombas. 

Bill Smith and his artist 
»tfr, Fay, sketched and 
meddled possible bunyicra for 
weeks hefote ihey settled 
on Billo, the grinning, wide- 
eyed creature that will ma- 
terialise for Moomba.

Originally Billo came to life 
as a small clay hc3d. 

His happy face was ap- 
proved b) the Moomba Com- 
mittee, and he was then com- 
pleted in s larger size. After 
a plaster cast was taken the 
papier-mache mudel was made 
Jnd painted. 

Then the Smiths went into 
action with the 40ft. -long 
edition ol Billo which will 
lead the procession. 

In building the giant Billo, 
Bill Smith enlisted the aid of 
a carpenter neighbor, (ieorge 
King. 

It took both men four weeks 
to get him to the stage of being 
taken in three sections into 
the city for the fitting of his 
hide coat. 



From his very first bull Billo 
has been an ami.ible bunyip. 

"There's nothing ogrcish or 
bad-tempered about this fel- 
low/ 1 Bill said. u I ? vc not had 
a moment's worry with him. 
In fact, even stick of wood, 
every screw and boll h^is nunc 
according to plan." 

Two hundred super feel of 
Oregon wood aud two gross of 
bolts form Bitlo's "bone, struc- 
ture." 

His wide smile stretches his 
face to a width of seven Beet 
From his goatee heard to the 
tip of his upright ear he meas- 
ures six feet, 

Billo's birthplace could pass 
as bunyip country, although 
it's only 18 miles oui of Mel- 
bourne. 

"It's a good plare to keep a 



secret, isn't it?" young Doro- 
thy Smith said. 

"I've not breathed a word 
about Billo at school, although 
there have been times when 
I've almost Id it out, because 
at home he's become oue ol 
tile family." 

I,eaii, sun-tanned Bill Smith 
and his wife arc both greatly 
interested in the outback and 
Australian mythology. 

Bill spent a year in the 
Centre searching for Lassrtrr's 
reef with his cousin. Bill Smith, 
in the 1930s, and then another 
year unsuccessfully mining for 
wolfr.im in Ilatrher's Creek. 

Keeping up his display work 
part-rime, he spent a few years 
moving around fruit-picking, 
and another year at C.ran- 
bourne growing a crop of to- 
matoes which was completely 
washed out hy torrential nut 

"We were about to give up 
display work last year for 
something more lurrative," he 
said, "but when Billo reared 
his head we rouldn'l n'slsf. 
.And we think he will bring 
more luck." 



"Bunyips were part of Bill's 
eacly upbringing," his wife 
told me. "His father used to 
draw hii own frog-like version 
of thetti to amuse his young 
family." 

"1 couldn't find any of these 
old drawings when we were 
thinking up Billo, but i be- 
lieve there's a trace of my 
father's breed of bunyip in him 
just the same," Bill said. 

The bunyip has been made 
to fit over an Army duck, so 
he can take to the water when 
he comes to the Yarn at the 
end of the procession- 

Brutttl-uew "mw" 

He was buili over a skeleton 
shape ol a "duck" made from 
gumrree stumps cut down on 
the spot. 

H look four weeks, Tt^rlting 
on him full time, lo bring him 
to the stage of having his skin 
fitted. 

The skin is the type of soft 
hide often used inside shoes. 
It will tie put on wet and 
moulded to shape over the 
wire-netting which rovers the 
timber frame, then dried hard 
to take the enamel sprays. 

In case anyone recognised 
him on his journey into the 
city to join the Army duck, 
Billo was carried in by truck 
in three sections. 

But Bill Smith has not only 
produced a bunyip. He has 
also produced its bark, which 
he will blow throughout the 
procession. 

"1 tried all kinds of noises," 
he explained, 'but have settled 
on the 'moo-ish' sort of roar 
I got by blowing an old Edi- 
son phonograph horn we 
have." 

In the Smiths 1 hands t h e 
bunyip is a versatile follow. 
"Fay drew him on Christmas- 
cards for our friends and made 
him a postman, a barman, a 
fisherman, and a children's 
plavmate," her husband told 
me. 

Fay and her sister, Estelle 
Frew, have written and illus- 
trated a book of verse about 
a bunyip, and Bill Smith has 
romposed a "Bunyip March," 
which he completed as he 
whistled while he worked on 
Billo.
